1 . SUMMARY: ANGOLAN EOREIGN MINISTER TELLS NEW BELGIAN 
CHARGE THAT ANGOLA SEEKS INDEPENDENCE EROM ALL BLOCS, 
THAT RUSSIAN AND CUBAN "ADVISORS" HAVE LIMITED ROLE OF 
HELPING CREATE ANGOLAN ARMY CAPABLE OF NATIONAL DEFENSE, 
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AND THAT ANGOLA WILL "NEVER" ACCEPT EOREIGN AIR OR NAVAL 
BASES. DOS SANTOS PRESSES EOR RAPID AGREMENT EOR AN 
ANGOLAN AMBASSADOR IN BRUSSELS AND EREES BELGIAN PRISONER. 
END SUMMARY. 

2. ANGOLAN EOREIGN POLICY: EOREIGN MINISTRY'S AFRICAN 
DESK OEEICER (VAN BRUSSELEN) REVIEWED WITH US IN DETAIL 
JULY 22 THE REPORTING TELEGRAM OE THE MEETING OE THE NEW 
BELGIAN CHARGE IN LUANDA (LA COMTE) JULY 20 WITH ANGOLAN 
EOREIGN MINISTER DOS SANTOS. LE COMTE REPORTED THAT 

DOS SANTOS TOLD HIM ANGOLAN EOREIGN POLICY WAS BASED 
ON UN CHARTER PRINCIPLES OE NON-INTERVENTION IN INTERNAL 
AEFAIRS OF OTHER COUNTRIES AND THE PEACEEUL SOLUTION OF 
DISPUTES. DOS SANTOS CALLED ANGOLAN POLICY ONE OE 
"ACTIVE NON-ALIGNMENT," STRESSING THE WISH FOR COMPLETE 
INDEPENDENCE AND THE REEUSAL TO BE "INTEGRATED INTO ANY 
BLOC." DOS SANTOS TOLD LE COMTE THAT ANGOLANS "HAVE 
SUFEERED ENOUGH EROM EOREIGN DOMINATION IN THE PAST AND 
THEREEORE WILL NOT ACCEPT A NEW DOMINATION." LE COMTE 
QUOTED DOS SANTOS AS SAYING, "MAYBE IN THE FUTURE WE 
MIGHT HAVE DIFEICULTY WITH A CAPITALIST COUNTRY AS WELL 
AS ONE OR ANOTHER SOCIALIST COUNTRY." HE SAID ANGOLANS 
ACCEPTED "MILITARY AID EROM RUSSIA AND CUBA" ONLY AFTER 
THEIR COUNTRY "WAS INVADED IN THE NORTH BY ZAIRE (SIC) 

AND IN THE SOUTH BY SOUTH AFRICA." HE EMPHASIZED THAT 
RUSSIAN AND CUBAN "ADVISORS" STAYED ON "TO HELP US CREATE

A NATIONAL ARMY CAPABLE OF DEFENDING THE COUNTRY AGAINST 
EOREIGN AGGRESSION; THEIR ROLE IS LIMITED TO THAT 
EUNCTION. " LE COMTE REPORTED THAT EOREIGN MINISTER 
STRESSED THAT ANGOLANS "WILL NEVER ACCEPT EOREIGN NAVAL 
OR AIR BASES ON OUR TERRITORY. " 

3. NAMIBIA: EOREIGN MINISTER DOS SANTOS TOLD LE COMTE 
THAT HE "APPRECIATED THE EEEORTS OE THE WESTERN FIVE 
CONTACT GROUP" TO EIND A PEACEEUL SOLUTION TO PROBLEMS 

OE NAMIBIA BUT MADE THREE POINTS ON CURRENT DEVELOPMENTS: 

- SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS MUST BE WITHDRAWN FROM 
NAMIBIA BEFORE ELECTIONS; 

- POLITICAL PRISONERS MUST BE RELEASED AND ALLOWED 
TO VOTE IN THE ELECTIONS; 

- NAMING BY THE SAG OE AN ADMINISTRATOR GENERAL 
AT THIS STAGE WAS "ILLOGICAL" SINCE THE UN HAD 

ITS OWN COMPETENT ADMINISTRATIVE MACHINERY EOR 
NAMIBIA. 
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4. ZAIRE AND ANGOLA: FOREIGN MINISTER DOS SANTOS 
REVIEWED THE HISTORY OF RELATIONS BETWEEN MOBUTU AND 
THE MPLA IN TERMS THAT LE COMTE DESCRIBED AS "HARD ON 
ZAIRE." DOS SANTOS FINISHED BY ADDING THAT HE WAS 
"OPTIMISTIC" AND ANTICIPATED THAT "WE WILL RESOLVE OUR 
DIFFERENCES WITH ZAIRE IN THE NOT TOO DISTANT FUTURE." 

5. ANGOLAN DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS: LE COMTE REPORTED 

DOS SANTOS AS PRESSING FOR EARLY AGREMENT FOR AN ANGOLAN 
AMBASSADOR IN BRUSSELS (REFTEL) AND, IN THE PROCESS, 
EXPLAINING ANGOLAN CRITERIA FOR RELATIONS WITH OTHER 
COUNTRIES, PUTTING COUNTRIES IN ONE OF THREE GROUPS: 
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- GROUP ONE: COUNTRIES WHICH "ACTIVELY HELPED THE 
MPLA" AND THUS EARNED THE RIGHT TO IMMEDIATE 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. DOS SANTOS PUT THE SOVIET 
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UNION, CUBA, AND CERTAIN EAST EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 
IN THIS CATEGORY; 

- GROUP TWO: COUNTRIES "WHICH HAVE PROVEN SYMPA- 
THETIC" TO MPLA AND THE ANGOLAN GOVERNMENT. DOS 
SANTOS PUT BELGIUM IN THIS CATEGORY AND TOLD LE 
COMTE THEY WERE "STUDYING" WAYS TO ESTABLISH 
RELATIONS WITH THESE COUNTRIES; 

- GROUP THREE: THOSE COUNTRIES WHICH DID NOT HAVE 
A "POSITIVE ATTITUDE" TOWARDS ANGOLA OR WERE 
"IN LEAGUE WITH IMPERIALIST OR RACIST POWERS." 

DOS SANTOS PUT FRANCE IN THIS CATEGORY AND GAVE 
NO INDICATION OF WHEN NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS 
WITH THIS CATEGORY OF COUNTRIES MIGHT BE EXPECTED 
TO TAKE PLACE. 

6. RELEASE OF BELGIAN PRISONER: LE COMTE ASKED DOS 
SANTOS ABOUT STATUS OF CAPTAIN D'OULTREMONT, A BELGIAN 
FISHING CAPTAIN ARRESTED SEVEN MONTHS EARLIER AND HIS 
BOAT IMPOUNDED NEAR THE MOUTH OF THE ZAIRE RIVER. HE 
HAD BEEN HELD IN PRISON SINCE THEN WITHOUT CHARGES AND 
WITHOUT VISITATION RIGHTS BY BELGIAN CONSULAR OFEICER. 

DOS SANTOS PROMISED TO LOOK INTO THE CASE AND SEE WHAT 
COULD BE DONE, AND SHORTLY THEREAFTER, A BELGIAN 
CONSULAR OFEICER WAS ALLOWED TO VISIT CAPTAIN D'OULTREMONT 
IN PRISON. 

7. OUR DISCUSSION WITH VAN BRUSSELEN WAS INTERRUPTED BY 
MEA AERICAN DIRECTOR LE BRUN WHO ANNOUNCED THAT THE 
ANGOLAN GOVERNMENT HAD JUST FREED CAPTAIN D'OULTREMONT 
AND THAT HE WOULD BE RETURNING TO BELGIUM OVER THE 
WEEKEND. LE BRUN EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT THE SPEEDY 
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RELEASE OF THE BELGIAN CAPTAIN WAS LINKED TO ANGOLAN 
INTEREST IN A SPEEDY AGREMENT FOR AN AMBASSADOR IN 
BRUSSELS. HE SAID THAT HE WOULD URGE THE PROMPT AGREMENT 
IN THE INTEREST OF FULLER DIALOGUE WITH ANGOLA BUT NOTED 
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THAT APART FROM BUREAUCRATIC SLOWNESS IN PUSHING THE 
PAPERS THROUGH THE MINISTRY, THERE WERE SOME URGING THAT 
AGREMENT BE HELD UP UNTIL THERE WAS SOME EORWARD MOVEMENT 
ON ANGOLAN AGREMENT EOR A BELGIAN AMBASSADOR IN LUANDA, 

WHICH HAS BEEN LANGUISHING FOR OVER A YEAR (REETEL). 
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
